train No. 7 westbound on tho Missouri 
Pacltfc railway, was wrecked at the 
Gasconade bridge, tw enty miles east 
of .leferson City W ednesday raonilng 
Three of the mail oars were ditched, 
raught fire and were destroyed. Sev­ 
eral m em bers of the crew wen* hurt, 
but no one was killed. 
The train ear 
lied no pas.s. ngers. 
Fifty years ago when the road that 
is now the .Missouri Pacific was open­ 
ed as the Pacific railroad, a special 
train, consisting of an engine and 
eleven cars. <-arrying officials, citizens 
and m ilitary to Jefferson City to par­ 
ticipate In a celebration of the eoni- 
pletioo of the road, went through the 
bridge Into the Gasconade river, where 
the accident of W ednesday occurred. 
The disaster occurred Thursday, No­ 
vem ber I, 1855, and thirty persons 
were killed and klm ost every person 
in the train was Injured,

fl.ames,” leapi-d over the footlmard. 
Alexander said he ran down stairs 
in his excitem ent and returned with a 
pail of water, w hich’ he poured over 
his brother 
Carl died on Dee. 19, five 
days later. 
Chief Murphy says that 
Alexander was given a powder shortly 
before he died. 
Before the fire Alex­ 
ander is alleged to have asked Mrs. 
Rutherford what would take out paint 
stains on clothing, sh e told him th at 
benzine was as gooii as anything. 
He 
bought some, and Mrs. R utherford has 
informed the police that when she ran 
into the young m en’s room ca th"* night 
of the fire she kicked over a benzine 
l-ottle lying on the floor.

lier told Chief Murphy th at 
he and his brother agreed to have their 
lives iusured in each oth er’s favor.

I hat quarantine be applied against 
pssengers, but not freight, from ports 
that had yellow fever during the past 
few months, with a likelihood of re 
cnulcscenre of same. 
That the Central American repub 
lies be urged through the (state depart 
ment to adopt modern methods and 
means of sanitation at all their ports 
furnishing them with a good water 
supply by establishing good drainage 
and sewerage aud abolishing the use 
of cisterns and other like water recep­ 
tacles.
